The United States owes the success­ 
ful introduction of the un val orange to 
tin' late William Sounders, horticul­ 
turist. 
It Is not certain, however, that 
the trees which were introduced by 
Mr. Sounders were the first which had 
been brought to the United Stutes, 
though they were the first to come into 
successful hearing. 
The late Thomas 
Hogg of New York, in an account pub­ 
lished I ii 1S8S, staled that about 1$3S 
a wealthy Scotch planter iu Brazil de­ 
termined to manumit ills slaves and 
remove with them to the Uuited States. 
H e settled on an island iu middle or 
southern Florida and then returned to 
Brazil and secured 
a 
collection of 
plants for introduction, which he con­ 
signed to Mr. Hogg, who at that time 
conducted a nursery a t tho conter of 
Broadway and 
Twenty-third 
street, 
New- York city. 
Among these plants 
were several naval orange trees. After 
the plants had been held iu a green­ 
house for a year, in order to allow 
them to recover from the effects of the 
long sea voyage which they had under­ 
gone, they were forwarded to the own­ 
er in Florida. 
During the Seminole 
w ar the owner was charged with giv­ 
ing aid and comfort to the enemy, and 
the entire collection of plants was de­ 
stroyed by the United States troops. 
The ow ner then moved to Haiti.

Cong ressman Harold Knutson, of our district, chairman of 
the house committee on pensions, writes o f “ Measures of Equit­ 
able Adjustment of Claims for Pensions Considered by House 
Committee.” 
It g ives much valuable information, answers many 
questions and should be studied by all who have business reg ard­ 
ing submission o f pension claims. 
The review States: 
The House Committee on Pensions was created to consider a 
limited number o f claims, some o f which were necessarily rejected 
by the Bureau of Pensions for the reason that they were not cov­ 
ered by any existing pension laws, while others were rejected upon 
leg al or medical technicalities, which Cong ress could properly set 
aside as a matter o f equity and justice. 
It was not the intention 
to have Cong ress flooded with pension bills, but simply to afford 
a means of relief in cases of exceptional merit. 
This Committee has jurisdiction over all claims for pension 
based on all service other than the Civil and World War. 
Unfortunately the primary and essential purpose o f this Com­ 
mittee has been lost sig ht of, and there seems to be a prevalent 
opinion that it is proper to bring every rejected claim, either for 
orig inal pension or increase, to the attention o f Cong ress, and ini 
many instances the Bureau o f Pensions is being entirely ig nored.

For the purpose o f endeavoring to prevent the introduction 
o f private bills, which cannot receive favorable action and to en­ 
able the Committee to g ive attention to the bills which are worthy 
of consideration, a policy has Iwen established by the Committee 
which is used as a g uidance for consideration of the bills pre­ 
sented. 
No bill will l>e considered by the Committee until a sworn pe­ 
tition has been tiled setting forth all the facts an d circumstan ces 
upon which application for relief by special act o f Cong ress is 
based. 
The dependence o f a soldier or sailor, or his widow or minor 
child, or his father or mother, must be shown by the sworn testi­ 
mony o f at least two disinterested persons possessing competent 
knowledg e thereof, unless the Member who introduces the bill has 
personal knowledg e relative thereto, and will inform the Commit­ 
tee in writing of same. 
The physical disability o f a soldier oi 
sailor must be shown by the sworn testimony o f a physician, set­ 
ting forth his present physical condition and the specific cause 
thereo f,

In no instance will a bill be considered by the Committee in 
connection with which the records of the War or Navy Depart­ 
ments show medical treatment for venereal disease o f an a g g ra ­ 
vated character, unless the Bureau of Pensions has specifically 
waived same as a factor in present disabilities, or cause o f death. 
No bill will be considered by the Committee unless application 
for pension or increase o f pension has first been made to the Bu­ 
reau of Pensions, nor while the claim is pending in the Bureau, 
except in cases where conclusive proof is presented that the claim­ 
ant has no pensionable status under existing laws. 
In increase 
claims, adjudication by the Pension Bureau shall have been within 
one year.

Where orig inal pension or increase o f pension has been a l­ 
lowed by special act, no proposition for additional pension will be 
entertained within three years unless it is shown by medical evi­ 
dence that the claimant’s disabilities have become materially worse 
since allowance. 
In no case will the allowance of arrears be recommended. No 
application fo r increase o f pension will be favorably considered il 
claimant is reg ularly employed by and in receipts o f a salary from 
the Government o f the United States. 
A claim of destitution in 
such a case cannot be considered.

Bills proposing to pension sons or daug hters over the ag e of 
16 years of soldiers and sailors will not be entertained, except in 
cases where it is shown by satisfactory evidence that the benefi­ 
ciary has been idiotic, deformed, or otherwise permanently help­ 
less from a period antedating the ag e o f 16 years, and then only 
in case o f destitution. 
In such cases the rate allowed shall not 
exceed $20 per month. 
Bills proposing to pension men who were not mustered into 
the military or naval service are not admissible, except in cases in 
which permanent disability was incurred from wound or injury 
received while performing military or naval duty in emerg encies, 
or while in the performance of some special or extraordinary serv­ 
ice rendered in connection V ith the Army or Navy.

No consideration will be g iven to any bill seeking to provide 
pension for a remarried widow unless she was formerly pen­ 
sioned, or entitled to pension under existing pension laws or by 
a special act of Cong ress, and her last marriag e has been dissolved 
by death of her husband or divorce without fault on her part, and 
she is now in serious financial or physical condition, or both. 
Bills proposing to pension brothers or sisters of soldiers are 
not admissible. 
Bills for orig inal pension exceeding in rate the 
g eneral law provisions for same disabilities or rank will not be 
favorably considered.

All bills will be promptly referred to a subcommittee, but shall 
not be reported to or taken up for action by the full Committee 
until all necessary papers, including the Pension Office files, have 
been received and the same have been considered by the subcom­ 
mittee, and the Examiner’s report has been submitted in writing . 
No Pension Office tiles shall be taken from the. Committee 
room except upon the order o f the Commissioner o f Pensions, noi 
shall any papers filed with the Committee be removed therefrom 
except upon receipt from the proper officer or the Member tiling 
the same.

The pension o f a dependent father or mother will not be in­ 
creased beyond $20 per month. 
The pension o f an Indian wai 
soldier or widow, who is pensioned as such, shall not be increased. 
These rules shall not be set aside or amended, nor shall any 
bill once laid on the table be taken up fo r reconsideration except 
by the ailirmative vote of two-thirds of the quorum. 
In addition to the private bills this Committee considers all 
bills fo r g eneral leg islation pertaining to the pension laws other 
than the Civil and World Wars. The Committee promulg ates the 
g eneral pension laws fo r the g uidance o f all claims in the Bureau 
of pensions.

PENSION CLAIMS IN THE HOI SE 


In a series of articles as printed by the United States Daily 
Publishing Corporation, and copyrighted, topical surveys of the 
government are presented with the practical contacts of the va­ 
rious bureaus and divisions. 
Congressman Harold Knutson, of our district, chairman of 
the house committee on pensions, writes of “ Measures of Equit­ 
able A djustm ent of Claims for Pensions Considered by House 
C om m ittee/’ 
It gives much valuable information, answers many 
questions and should be studied by all who have business regard­ 
ing submission of pension claims. 
The review States: 
The House Committee on Pensions was created to consider a 
limited number of claims, some of which were necessarily rejected 
by the Bureau of Pensions for the reason that they were not cov 
ered by any existing pension laws, while others were rejected upon 
legal or medical technicalities, which Congress could properly set 
aside as a m atter of equity and justice. 
It was not the intention 
to have Congress flooded with pension bills, but simply to afford 
a means of relief in cases of exceptional merit. 
This Committee has jurisdiction over all claims for pension 
based on all service other than the Civil and World War. 
Unfortunately the prim ary and essential purpose of this Com­ 
mittee has been lost sight of, and there seems to he a prevalent 
opinion that it is proper to bring every rejected claim, either for 
original pension or increase, to the attention of Congress, and in 
many instances the Bureau of Pensions is being entirely ignored 
* 
* 
* 


For the purpose of endeavoring to prevent the introduction 
of private bills, which cannot receive favorable action and to en 
able the Committee to give attention to the bills which are worthy 
of consideration, a policy has been established by (he Committee 
which is used as a guidance for consideration of the bills pre­ 
sented. 
No bill will be considered by the Committee until a sworn pe­ 
tition has been filed setting forth all the facts and circumstances 
upon which application for relief by special act of Congress is 
based. 
The dependence of a soldier or sailor, or his widow or minor 
child, or his father or mother, must be shown by the sworn testi­ 
mony of at least two disinterested persons possessing competent 
knowledge thereof, unless the Member who introduces the bill has 
personal knowledge relative thereto, and will inform the Commit­ 
tee in w riting of same. 
The physical disability of a soldier oi 
sailor must be shown by the sworn testimony of a physician, set­ 
ting forth his present physical condition and the specific cause 
thereof., 


In no instance will a bill be considered by the Committee in 
connection with which the records of the W ar or Navy D epart­ 
ments show medical treatm ent for venereal disease of an aggra­ 
vated character, unless the Bureau of Pensions has specifically 
waived same as a factor in present disabilities, or cause of death. 
No bill will be considered by the Committee unless application 
for pension or increase of pension has first been made to the Bu­ 
reau of Pensions, nor while the claim is pending in the Bureau, 
except in cases where conclusive proof is presented that the claim­ 
ant has no pensionable status under existing laws. 
In increase 
claims, adjudication by the Pension Bureau shall have been within 
one year. 


Where original pension or increase of pension has been al­ 
lowed by special act, no proposition for additional pension will be 
entertained within three years unless it is shown by medical evi­ 
dence that the claimant’s disabilities have become materially worse 
since allowance. 
In no case will the allowance of arrears be recommended. No 
application for increase of pension will be favorably considered if 
claimant is regularly employed by and in receipts of a salary from 
the Government of the United States. 
A claim of destitution in 
such a case cannot be considered. 


Bills proposing to pension sons or daughters over the age of 
16 years of soldiers and sailors will not be entertained, except in 
cases where it is shown by satisfactory evidence that the benefi­ 
ciary has been idiotic, deformed, or otherwise permanently help­ 
less from a period antedating the age of 16 years, and then only 
in case of destitution. 
In such cases the rate allowed shall not 
exceed $20 per month. 
Bills proposing to pension men who were not mustered into 
the military or naval service are not admissible, except in cases in 
which perm anent disability was incurred from wound or injury 
received while performing military or naval duty in emergencies, 
or while in the performance of some special or extraordinary serv­ 
ice rendered in connection V i th the Army or Navy. 


No consideration will be given to any lull seeking to provide 
pension for a rem arried widow unless she was formerly pen­ 
sioned, or entitled to pension under existing pension laws or by 
a special act of Congress, and her last m arriage has been dissolved 
by death of her husband or divorce without fault on her part, and 
she is now in serious financial or physical condition, or both. 
Bills proposing to pension brothers or sisters of soldiers are 
not admissible. 
Bills for original pension exceeding in rate the 
general law provisions for same disabilities or rank will not be 
favorably considered. 


All bills will be promptly referred to a subcommittee, but shall 
not be reported to or taken up for action by the lull Committee 
until all necessary papers, including the Pension Oltice tiles, have 
been received and the same have been considered by the subcom­ 
mittee, and the Exam iner’s report bus been submitted in writing. 
No Pension Office files shall be taken from the Committee 
room except upon the order of the Commissioner of Pensions, hoi 
shall any papers filed with the Committee be removed therefrom 
except upon receipt from the proper officer or the Member filing 
the same.
